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Pteface 

The collection listed in the following pages consists 
of works on American ethnology, mammalogy and 
ornithology, and to a lesser extent on herpetology and 
botany. Various other subjects are represented — 
humor, the circus, Arctic voyages, travel — ^with a few 
early editions of favorite books and authors. Among 
these is the series of ^sop's Fables, which show the 
progress made in depicting the more common animals 
from the period shortly after the invention of printing 
to the present time. 

The illustrations are from photographs taken in the 
library, but no attempt has been made to reduce them 
to a scale. 

The arrangement is alphabetical under author 
except in a few cases where the author is unknown, or 
where entry under subject more properly-indicates the 
nature of the contents. A chronological grouping has 
' been preferred for the collections of iEsop, Audubon 
and Defoe. 

Complete collation has not been given, as detailed 
information may be obtained from reliable bibliog- 
raphies, but each book has been carefully compared 



with the best authority and important variations have 
been stated. 

In the appendix an attempt has been made to arrange 
the various groups numerically, according to the 
more important subject headings. All works relating 
solely to North America are excluded from the general 
classification under Voyages and travels, and under 
Florida and Wisconsin are entered only books which 
are not mentioned elsewhere.

This collection is a complete set of the early Latin editions of 
De Biy's Grands and Petits voyages, with the exception of the 
Elenchus, of which only a few copies are known (Church mentions 
only six of the original); otherwise the twenty-six original parts 
are represented. Each part has been carefully collated with 
several authorities, more particularly with the Church Catalogue 
and the Earl of Crawford's Bibliotheca Lindesiana (Collations and 
notesy No. 3), Grands and Petits voyages of De Bry. The collation 
is accurate in detail, though, to quote from one authority, ''Any 
copy may, upon a critical inspection, prove to be unlike any other 
that has been described." 

As this set contains all the text, title-pages, vignettes, Adam 
and Eve plates, letter-press titles to plates, and nearly all the 
blank leaves, these have not been enumerated. It contains also 
all the plates and all the maps but one, and this omission is 
mentioned under the proper heading. Wherever there has been 
the slightest doubt concerning the date of a part, that part has 
been placed in a later or more common issue.
